federal grand Jurors filed into the 
united States court room at 8:45 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, to form- 
ally return the indictments in the In- 
dianapolis national bank cases, and a 
few other indictments in other cases. 


Foreman Talbott, on behalf of the 


jury, handed several voluminous docu- 
ments to Judge Baker, who after care- 
fully examining thorn to see that they 
were properly .Igned, affixed his own 
signature to them. 


After this ceremony his honor for- 


mally discharged the grand jurors, first 
thanking them for their carefulness 
and efficient labors in preparing the 
indictments. He told them that there 
would probably be no furttvtr need for 
their services and that they would 
probably not be summoned again. 


There were nine indictments in the 


bank cases, but the only persons in- 
dicted who were under bond were' 
Theodore P. Haughey, president of the 
wrecked bank; Sohuyler Haughey, his 
son, and president of the curled hair 
and glue works; Francis and Charles 
Coffin, president and secretary of the 
Indianapolis Cabinet Co., A. S. Reed, 
treasurer of the Indianapolis Cabinet 
Co 


January 18 was the date set for the 


persons indicted to appear in court 
and make answer to the charges pre- 
ferred in the indictments, and on that 
day a date will be fixed to hear their 
cases 


United States Marshal Hawkins was 


instructed to serve warrants upon 
those not {under bond. The warrants 
were sworn out before the clerk of the 
court, and in a couple of hours the 
marshal had under arrest Hon. E. B. 
F Pierce, ex-congressman and a di- 
rector in the bank, and E E. Eexford, 
cashier. * 


It is said there are two more war- 


rants out for men out of town, but the 
officials are, of course, close-mouthed 
on this subject. 


All of the men gave bond for $5,000 


each. There are sixty-seven counts in 
the indictment against Hauphey, Sr., 
alleging various acts ofiembezzlement!

The objection was ejected 
by the public prosecutors, and both 
sides were prepared to argue the ques- 
tion thoroughly. The taking of test - 
monv came suddenly to a standstill, 
the witness who was objected to, re- 
cefved orders to step down, the jury

Ub to take the jury back to the 
hotel for the night. The judge was so 
impressed with the importance of the 
question that he adjourned court with- 
out flnallj ruling apon it, although his 
previous iemarks indicated a leaning 
towards the defendant. 


Mrs. Hermann, a milliner, living op 


posite the Windsor block, where Dr. 
Crtufn resided, was called to testify to 
a conversation at the Conk 1m home, 
May -, with Patrick O'Sulhvan, in 
which the dead conspirator said somc- 
thinir about Dr. Cronin being a spy, 
and about the professional contract 
with the doctor. 
The cAofondant's lawjev interposed 


an objection and Judge Tntliill over- 
ruled it without further ceremony.

HOW IT WAS DOHH.

Sheriff Perl M T-ylorvnis. 


In last evening's issue was given a 


statement in reference to Sheriff Peri'* 
1100 experience at Taylorviile Wednes- 
day when he was fined for contempt of 
court. Th» Taylorviile Courier prints 
tbe following: 


Sheriff Perl pat In appearance before 


Judge Orsiffbton on Wednesday after- 
noon at 1 o'clock, end upon the judge 
acking bim if he had anything to say he 
stated that be had a right to refuse, bnt 
that he did not refuse to serve them, bnt 
sent them back, demanding his fees for 
acid service. He stated that be had 
served 11 subpoenas in other eases from 
tfan oooDty, and had a bill of S15.75 
against the oonuty and when he wrote to 
the prorogating attorney for his tees he 
was directed to keep the snbnamas. This 
he stated insulted him. He said if he 
bed known it was a case of murder he 
would have served them, bnt thought it 
waa some buncombe case and sent them 
back. 


When. Judge Oreighton questioned 


him Sheriff Perl admitted that he knew 
they were criminal cases; that be knew 
they wen people's oases; that he got his 
salary from Maoon county whether be 
collected tbe fees or not. The judge 
then proceeded to pass sentence upon 
bim. 
He found him in contempt of 


court, and stated that the sheriff ot a 
county was a more important exeoutive 
officer in maintaining good order, pro- 
tecting property and life tban the gov- 
ernor ot the state. That the latter was 
the oommander-jn-ohief ot the army, bat 
tbe sheriff was »e oommander-in-chiet 
of all the people. He was the arm of 
the court, and if he refused to do bis 
duty the courts were powerless. Next to 
armed treason the refusal of a high 
officer to fulfill his dnty was the greatest 
peril that oonld befall society. The judge 
stated that he must have had bad advi- 
sors, and in consideration ot bin appa- 
rent ignorance ot his duty and of the fact 
that he was needed in Maoon county, he 
would cot imprison him but impose a 
very light fine for so Brave an offense, 
and fixed the fine at 8100, and orderec 
tbe sheriff to collect the same. Sheriff 
Perl has learned a lesson, if it dideost 
bim 81oO, that will make him a better 
offiew daring the remainder of his term,

FASHIONS^F SAVAGES, 


tattooing Hart 
Itn Origin In Ha 


8»T»|re fashions are a subject inter- 


esting as well as amusing to th« 
thoughtful, but to Hie student of an- 
thropology full of profound Mgmtt- 
wnce. He has learned to take it for 
granted that the more eccentric of such 
fashions at least had their origin in a 
need, a state of things or of 
tee'™^ 
which made it reasonable »n a sense. 
Savaee men are not more disposed to 
put themselves to Buffering or incon- 
venience just "for the fun of the thing- 
than are any other animnls-and tne 
most of their fashions art more or less 
disagreeable. The motive has been 
forgotten, as a rule. A male barbarian 
pullb out his teeth, sacrifices his nesa , 
and tortures his hair, the 
female j 


runs things through her lips or nose, 
and shapes the head of her P'oanmny, 
with no conscious purpose. The*-doit 
iust because their forefathers did the 
iLme 
In the course of ages it may 


well have happened that some personal 
defect of an individual in authority, or 
his caprice, imposed some 
fashion 


which has endured. 
We read for ex- 


ample, that when the kings of Abys- 
sinia were crippled or wounded-lost a 
limb or a tooth, and BO on-every loyal 
subject mutilated himself to match. 
But growing experiences tempts us to 
believe that in the simple pages of ex- 
istence man was governed mostly oy 
reason in such matters-that is, con- 
venience, tempered by superstition. It 
is a startling theory for those who 
have been taught to believe that the 
ways of the savage are dictated by 
pure fantasy, when not wilfully per- 
verse. 


The truth is that we begin to see 


further in these days, and with the 
help of erer-wldening information. 
We have learned that all men passed 
through the same stages of savagery. 
Laws which were regarded as local 
and eccentric are now recognized as 
universal, and they give us the key to 
many mysteries. Take that savage 
fashion which is still, probably, the 
most widespread—tattooing We .under 
stand at this timo why it was prac 
ticed. 
In the first place, some readj 


means for distinguishing friend from 
foe at a glance is vitally importan 
when every person encountered mus 
needs be one or the other 
Ufa de 


pends on instant rei-ognition. 


This obvious explanation was per- 


ceived long- ago, of course. But ther 
is another which escaped notice unti 
the obligation of marrying outside o 
v^fcain" famines—called "exogamy" — 
was seen to be so generally recognized 
that one may believe it universal once, 
over a great part of the world at least. 
To infringe the prohibited degrees of 
marriage carries the penalty of death 
among many barbarous races now, 
among many others it has only been 
modified by compulsion, as in India. 


But those degrees are many and com- 


plicated. For examp'e, ttieOoala tribe 
of Bhagulpore will not allow a mar- 
riage if the ancestors of either party 
have been allied in seven generations 
back. The <|uartermss of the noblest 
German house "are a fool" tn purity 
like this 
lint the most lax of Orissa 


aborigines -to so call them roughly- 
exact four generations of alien Mood 
How was it possible to keep the record 
in early a?es? Astonishing as is the 
memory of priests or others who have 
this matter in charge, its bounds would 
soon be reached in a community, say, 
of ten dili^ or stocks 
Mr Ilisley is 


* acquainted with one of the 
people 


called 1'andjiais in the iiais tribe, who 
keeps the register of three hundred 
families, going back a century. Hut 
he has it in wilting, his foierunners, 
at best, used somi sort of a tally, 
which must luivo been highly ingen- 
ious if it answered all demands Knrth- 
ermore, we m ty be tertiiin that the 
Pandjiars chromrle the pedigree of 
chiefs and leading families thus care- 
fully, while the common people are— 
that is, were—equally in tianget if 
some enemy discovered a flaw in their 
records. Tattooing was the simplest 
means to evade this peril and therefore 
reasonable Authorities agree that our 
own forefathers were tatooed and no 
one would think of cavilling at Ureen 
or Freeman, though it may be said 
that evidence does not abound. Edith, 
the swan-decked, identified her lover 
by such marks 
Hcreward was tat- 


tooed, but both of those were Danish 
by descent, and in any case it may have 
been a personal fancy. But if the prac- 
tice were general, it may be attributed 
to exogamy, long forgotten doubtless. 


At a later date, of course, tattooing 


became simply an ornament, carried 
to such a length that the people them- 
selves in von led an explanation some-

cannot easily be put out, and the more 
such mm,'!--' mi one has upon his 
body, i>o itiu,-u he is esteemed the finer 
and the mo'i- udllant 
And there are 


also in thi-> o< mntry professors of this 
foolish art o^ rlesh embroidery which 
nse no ottu-i trade but this needle- 
work and dyeing of fools' skins." The 
peril and diftu-ulty of removing tattoo 
marks were -.hown on a great scale i 
after the massacre of the Janibseries. 
Each orta ha.i its badge imprinted on 
the arm of every soldier. When death 
wts decreed for the Janisseries who 
escaped massacre, hundreds of them 
sought to efface the mark with aqua- 
fortis, the flesh mortified, and they 
perished 
But this is by the way. 


An alternative to tattooing for the 


purposes mentioned was scarification, 
which naturally commands itself to

The 
most perfect of the stallions are kept 
the rest are sent into the cities for 
sale. This accounts tor the fact that 
the traveler sees only stallions. The 
price paid for a good average four- 
year-old horse delivered in Damascus 
or Jerusalem runs from thirty to fifty 
dollars, a fine horse costs seventy to 
one hundred dollars; there is no price 
put on a stunner, you must negotiate 
as for a homestead—perhaps as you 
would for a wife 
The high-bred Arabian desert mares 


are always kept in condition. They 
are thin, and their naturally small 
frame makes them appear more so. 
"You 
raise buffaloes, not horses," an 


Arab of the desert will say to the 
owner of a fine well-rounded stallion. 
The splendid beautj ot the Arabian as 
we understand it is to him a delusion. 
He has but one test—race, and the 
speed and endurance which ought to 
come of race. The Arabians which 
the ordinary traveler picks out as the 
finest are those which fill the eye; the 
finest mare in the desert may be far 
from a beauty; she is a "rum un to look 
at, but a devil to go."
